CALL FOR SCRIPT SUBMISSIONS 

Submissions are now open for "Play By Play #3", a new play-reading program. 
Applications close Friday -5/12/14 at 17:00 

US-A-UM is seeking expressions of interest from emerging Australian playwrights to participate in its bi-monthly 'Play 
by Play' program. 'Play by Play' gives two playwrights the opportunity to have their scripts workshopped/rehearsed 
for two days with professional directors and casts, and present to a public/invited industry audience. 

WHO WE ARE, AND WHY WE PRESENT 'PLAY BY PLAY' 

US-A-UM is a collective of artists dedicated to developing a space that creates meaningful conversation and 
innovative opportunities for emerging artists to engage and develop in their artistic practice. 

Playwriting is often a solo venture. But at a point it needs to be turned over to cast and creative team, and in time to 
an audience. In the early stages of writing, the process of being in a rehearsal room with a creative team can be of 
immense benefit, helping to shape the play into an ideal draft. Play by Play offers the chance to get the words off the 
page in an immediate and vigorous environment, and then test the material with an audience who embraces the new, 
and understands the term 'work in progress'. 

WHO YOU ARE: 

An emerging playwright (within the first 5 years of professional practice) with a new theatrical script that: 

• Is radically investigative or challenges convention. 

• Will benefit from two days of workshopping with a director/cast. 

• Is at a point where it is ready for it to be read at a public presentation. 

WHAT DOES "PLAY BY PLAY' PROVIDE? 

• 2 days of workshopping/rehearsal at 1 07 Projects 

• 1 Professional Director 

• A cast of professional actors suitable for the script/reading 

• 1 ticketed public/invited industry performance at 107 Projects 

US-A-UM will provide the space to perform 2x8 hour days of workshopping and rehearsal, as well as facilitate needs 
such as artistic guidance and finding an appropriate cast. The end of the 2 days will culminate in a public presentation 
to an audience (including invited industry guests). 40 minutes of the play will be presented. 

ARE THERE SELECTION CRITERIA, AND WHO DECIDES? 

To be eligible for selection the submission must be: 

1 . By an emerging Australian playwright, within the first 5 years of their professional practice. 

2. For a script that has not had any form of prior public presentation 

3. For a script that will translate well to a 'play reading' format for public presentation. 

4. Accompanied by a rationale as to what the playwright seeks to explore or gain from the workshop/rehearsal 
process. 

US-A-UM, as a collective, will decide on the 'finalists'. US-A-UM will consider the quality of the proposed work and 
artistic rationale behind it. The 'Finalist' will then have to present a 2 minute pitch of their script to an audience. The 
audience will vote by anonymous ballot for their favorite script. The two scripts with the highest number of votes will 
be selected for the next 'Play by Play'. 



WHAT TIME COMMITMENT IS REQUIRED? 

'Finalist' Playwrights will need to present their 'play pitch' on the evening of December 1 1th 2014. 

Selected Playwrights will need to be available to take part in both workshopping/rehearsing their scripts on February 

18th and 19th 2014 (between 9am-6pm), and public presentation on February 19th 2015 (7pm-10pm). 



HOW TO APPLY: 

Please submit a project application, including the following information: 

• 'Project Outline' document including 

o Script Name 
o Playwright name 

o Key Personal contact details: Email, Phone, Mailing Address 

o Confirmation that you are available to present you pitch on December 1 1th (7-9pm) 2014 

o Confirmation that you are available to take part in the workshop/rehearsal/presentation of your 
script on February 18th (9am-6pm) & 19th (9am-9pm) 2015. 

o A rationale as to why this work will benefit from being part of 'Play by Play'. 

o Bullet point list of what you aim to explore/uncover through the process. For Example " Without a 
classically structured plot, how does an audience feel satisfied by the end of the piece? How do I structure it 
so that it builds in emotional intensity or temperature and reaches some sort of point of deeper knowledge 
by the end of the play?" "Are the poetic monologues in the script lacking action? How can this be 
improved upon?" 

• Playwright Biography 

• The Script 

• Supporting Materials (If applicable, and no more than 2 pages) 

■ Reference Images/stimulus. 

■ Examples of prior work/documentation of prior work by playwright 

■ Online links to additional supporting materials.
